How to get back to 
the normal way of living in the face 
of numerous obligations.and sugges- 


jtions brought on through the war is a 


question “that demands the ‘most ser- 
ious consideration, sues 

For the country at large, many ot 
these problems ean be adjusted so as 
to avert any serious disruption, for 
their magnitude is “such they will 
challenge the biggest statesmen and 
men with greatest vision, 

This, however, will not remedy the 
condition of the smali communities, 
each of whom have their own pecu- 
liar problem that must be solved and 
met largely by its own people. This 
is going to call for the steadiest lead- 
ership, a knowledge of conditions and 
a keen desire to render actual ser- 
vice. The tendency of such times is, 
that many over-zealous re-construes 
tionists tend to make the same rem- 
edy suit all Cases and failure and dis- 
satisfaction inevitably attend many 
well-meant efforts. In the face of 
this, it behooves every agency of 
moral and economic purpose to ‘be 
alive and act only after a thorough 
knowledge of conditions. 

One of the agencies that is doing 
a great deal to mect this condition is 
the rural Y.M.C.A,—this organization 
is made up from the leaders of the 
community, who, knowing their own 
problems and conditions are endeav- 
oring with the assistance of their 
secretary to keep their own _constit- 
uency—this saves them in many 
cases from being he victims of some 
visionary but impossible schemes, 

Through this leadership, sane and 
safe ways can be evolved. The mor- 
ale of the com.nunity must be the 
objective for the next few months. 
Idealism must not lose its grip on 
the people—on this will depend the 
history for years to come, The end 
of the war summons the teachers, 
ministers and social experts to a 
serious community service—as Lloyd 
George has recently said—"We want 
neither re-action nor revolution, but 
a sane, well-advised steadiness of bold 
re-construction,” b:

Coincidentally, Alfred I, Beck- 
er deputy state attorney-general, de- 
clared that his department has un 
earthed evidence that secret agents of 
Lenine and Trotzky have reached this 
city with a fund of nearly $500,0000 to

May Visit South America 

Buenos Ayres, — King Alfonso of 
Spain, it is reported from Madrid, 
has declared in an interview that he 
hoped to visit the republics of South 
America soon, The king added:

Paris, — Only a few more days re- 
inair before the expiration of the

Right of British Parliament, 


London, — The fitst_publication of 
what purports to be a Sinn Fein con- 
stitution for Ireland was made by the 
Globe. This“has a particular interest 
in view of the Sinn Fein proposal to 
hold an Irish congress in the _ near 
future. The preamble of the consti- 
tution rung as follows: . 

“Whereas, the people of Ireland 
never have relinquished their claim 
to separate nationhood. and, whereas, 
the provisional government of the 
Irish republic at Easter, 1916, in the 
name of the Irish people, and con- 
tinuing the fight made by previous 
generations, reasserted the inalienable 
tight of the Irish nation to sovereign 


independence, reaffirmed the deter- 
mination of the Irish people to 
achieve it; and, 


“Whereas, the proclamation of an 
Irish republic at Easter, 1916, and the 
supreme courage and the glorious 
sacrifices of the men who gave their 
lives to maintain it have united. the 
people of Ireland under the flag of 
the Irish republic, we, the delegated 
tepresentatives of the Irish ptople in 
congress assembled, declare the fol- 
lowing to be the constitution of the 
Sinn Fein.” 

The articlethem sets forth the Sitin 
Fein aims at securing international 
recognition of Ireland, as an inde- 
pendent republic, and, having achiev- 
ed that, states that the Irish people, 
by a referendum, may freely choose 
their own form of government, It 
says that the Sinn Fein organization 
will, in the name of sovereign Irish 
people, deny the right and oppose the 
will of the British parliament and tne 
British crown or any forcign gov- 
ernment to legislate for Ireland,

British armies won in the autumn,

“Our gratitude to Marshal Foch,” 
he says, “need not be lessened if we 
follow his example in paying to 
Field Marshal Haig and the British 
armies the tribute which is their 
due, The British commander justly 
claims that the decisive effort of the 
whole campaign was the battle of 
Cambrai from September 27 to Octo- 
ber 5, in which the British first, third 
and fourth armies broke the vast 
defences of the Hindenburg system.” 


STILL LAYING MINES 


Russian Bolshéviki are Filling ~ 
proaches to Kronstad 

Stockholm. — The mine danger is; 
a menace to navigation in the Baltic. 
The British explain that they have 
taken up their own mines, but that 
they have no intention of sweeping 
up the German niines except so far as 
is made necessary to provide safe 
lanes for the entente warships. The 
Swedish minister of the navy, Palms- 
rjérna, says that mine sweeping is ex- 
tremely costly and laborious. The 
clearing of the Categat has already 
cost this country nearly 700,000 
($175,000). The minister says that it 
is obviously Germany's business to 
clear its own mines from the sea, A 
dangerous field has been left between 
Gotland and ‘the Swedish mainland, 
though it is hoped that the ice packs 
in the winter time will aid in des- 
troying them, 

Whfle the western Baltic is being 
cleared new mines are being laid off 
Esthonia and Finland by the contend- 
ing races, Russian Bolsheviki are fil- 
ling the approaches to Kronstad and 
other ports on the Finnish gulf with 
drifting and contact mines, which cur- 
rents will carry far, thus renewing the 
grave menace to Baltic navigation for 
a long time to come, The Bolsheviki 
have also placed mine fields off the 
Finnish coast east.of Viborg,

INDUSTRY 


“If we can obt¥im-half of the set- 
tlers our province is capable of sup- 
porting, the development that is 
bound to result by opening up our 
resources is almost beyond compre- 
hension,” said a speaker before the 
Winnipeg Board of Trade recently. 

“In northern and central Manitoba 
there are large stretches of land 
where the wild pea vine and other 
nutritious grasses grow in abund- 
ance; land that will support thous- 
ands of cattle; there are rich deposits 
of minerals, marble, glass, sand, clay, 
timber lands; fish swarm in our lakes 
and rivers, and an ‘available water 
power of 3,842,020 h.p., of which only 
76,200 h.p. is developed. All that we 
need to become one of the wealthiest 
provinces_in the Dominion is the de- 
velopment of these resources, and thi# 
can only be accomplished by getting 
the right kind of settlers in suffcient 
numbers,”’ 

There is a wonderful opportunity 
here, as in Alberta and Saskatchewan 
for the development of a great dairy 
industry. The remarkable growth of 
this industry throughout Western 
Canada is small compared with the 
possibilities, and a considerable in- 
crease in the production of dairy pro- 
ducts may be looked for during the

: for Warfare 

London, — With the Bolsheviki 
armies winning additional victories 
practically eeverywhere, reports were 
received from several sources’ indi- 
cating a let down of allied and Ger- 
man resistance to them, 

According to the Express, the 
British light cruiser squadron will ‘be 
withdrawn from the Esthonian coast 
within a few days because of danger 
from the ice. The squadron, how- 
ever, will patrol the Baltic as far as 
Danzig. 

German troops have retreated to a 
newrposition several kilometers from 
Riga, abandoning a thousand Ger- 
man soldiers in that city, according 
to a Berlin despatch, The despatch 
said that the German cabinet had con- 
ferred with the German central coun- 
cil of Soviets regarding the situation 
on the Russian frontier, 

Well equipped Bolsheviki* forces 
have captured Walk and Wenden, ac- 
cording to a Riga despatch tothe 
Berlin Vossische Zeitung, ‘This des- 
patch said the German troops in the 
Baltic provinces are practically out of 
provisions, and are refusing to fight, 
declaring they wish to return home 
immediately.

newspapers of Canada are biased 
against the public good, that free ex- 
pression of opinion is stifled, that 
gven the news columns are “doctor- 
ed,” items of news being published 
Or suppressed according as the per- 
sonal or political interests of the real 
masters of these papers dictate, As 
for the editorial views advanced by 
the newspapers of this Dominion, 
these critics declare they are regard- 
‘ed with suspicion by the people and 
carry little weight. 

One of the most recent tirades of 
this character is to be found in the 
editorial columns of an advertising 
supplement, which is, contrary to the 
postal laws of Canada, being inserted 
in a number of Western weekly 
papers. This advertising supplement 
is not printed by these weekly papers. 
It is issued by an advertising agency 
in Regina, and. the weekly papers us- 
ing it are merely paid a nominal sum 
to incorporate it with their regular 
editions and thus give circulation to 
the advertisements of Regina busi- 
Ness concerns and draw trade to that 
city and away from the smaller 
towns and villages of the West. 

Possibly the editorial attack of this 
Advertising supplement on the press 
of Canada should be given juSt the 
valuation which it itself places on ed- 
itorial expressions. However, while 
the daily papers of the Dominion may 
ignore it, we feel inclined to offer a

They| 
have views on public questions, of 
course, and they would not be worth 
much if they did not, but they are 
subject to no party dictation or con- 
trol. Their views are the honest 
views of the men who own and per- 
sonally control them and whose in- 
terests are wrapped up with the in-| 
terests of the community they seek to} 
serve, 

For real independence the weekly 
newspapers of Western Canada stand} 
without a peer. Many of them make 
great sacrifices in the interests of 
their home districts by refusing, ad- 
vertising designed to draw busihess 
away to other and larger centres. 
They are ever ready to give a help-! 
ing hand to every worthy cause cal- 
culated to advance the interests of 
their community. For these, if for no 
other reasons, the weekly papers are 
deserving of the unstinted and united 
support of the people of Their respec- 
tive communities. In subscribing for, 
and in every possible way supporting 
the “home weekly,” people are but 
assisting to build up and maintain an 
agency which can and does render in- 
calculable public service. 

To the reader of this paper, there-

Say$ Serbs. Will Fight 


Premier Says Italy Must Not Have 
Control of Adriatic 


Paris. — “France, England 
Russia, in their treaties with Italy 
and Roumania, disposed of Serbian 
rights,” said Dr. M. R. Vesnitch, pre- 
mier of Serbia, in an interview given 
the Associated Press, 

“Reoumania lost her bargain when 
she began peace negotiations with 
the central powers in 1917,” he con- 
tinued, “Does the treaty of 1915 be 
tween Italy, France, England and 
Russia, regarding the eastern coast 
of the Adriatic still stand in inter- 
national law? 

“There are two facts which would 
seem to negative this question, Amer- 
ica entered the war after the signing 
of this treaty. She came in as the 
avowed enemy of secret treatics, and 
the entente accepted that principle. 
Further, at the time for the signing 
of this treaty, Italy wanted the ter- 
ritory in question as a _ protection 
against Slavish domination, —backed 
by Russian power. But with the po- 
litical upheaval in Russia, this situa- 
tion has disappeared. The time is 
over, it seems to me, when an imper- 
ialist policy might be 
Europe. 

“Why should not the nations of the 
‘Balkans have the same rights as the 
others? 

In the first portion of the forego- 
ing interview, Dr. Vesnitch+ declared 
that if the treaty of 1915, by which 
Italy was to come into possession oi 
the eastern coast of the Adriatic, 
should be confirmed by the peace 
conference, “then Serbia would fight 
again and fight to the finish.” He 
added; “Serbia did not enter the war 
to become the vassal of any nation. 
She cannot agree to have Italy con- 
trol the territory in question.”
